Health system 
rebooted after 
AHS board fired 


‘We start fresh’. 

10 -member board 
canned after refusing 
to cancel $3.2M in 
bonuses to 99 execs 


Alberta Health Minister Fred 
Home has sacked the entire 
board overseeing day-to-day 
deliveiy of health care in the 
province and has announced 
he is embarking on a system- 
wide reboot. 

“We start fresh,” Home said 
Wednesday at a news confer¬ 
ence in Lethbridge where Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford and her 
cabinet were meeting. Home 
said he would immediately 
begin talking to stakeholders 
and patients about the best way 
to deliver health care that costs 
Alberta $37 million a day. 

“We have to be open to all 
the possibilities.” 


Home said he fired the 
10-member board of Alberta 
Health Services, or AHS, after 
it refused his directive to cancel 
$3.2 million in bonus payments 
to 99 senior executives for the 
fiscal year that ended in March. 

Stephen Lockwood, who 
was the board’s chairman, 
said Tuesday that the issue was 
about integrity and honouring 
contracts. 

Home said the board’s de¬ 
cision to go ahead with the 
payouts was intolerable, given 
tight government budgets and 
pay freezes in new contracts for 
doctors and teachers. 

Home appointed Janet 
Davidson, who was an execu¬ 
tive with Edmonton’s former 
Capital Health region, to be the 
administrator of AHS in lieu of 
the board. She is expected to 
meet with media on Friday. 

Dr. Chris Eagle, CEO of Al¬ 
berta Health Services, remains 
in place. 


In Edmonton, opposition 
leaders suggested Home need 
only look in the mirror to know 
who is responsible for prob¬ 
lems with the board. 

“All of this is at Fred Home’s 
door,” said Wildrose Leader 
Danielle Smith. 

Home has been aware of the 
bonus payouts for months but 
did nothing, she said. 

“Then we get to the 11th 
hour and because they’re defy¬ 
ing the minister’s order he ends 
up having to blow the board 
up,” Smith said. 

NDP Leader Brian Mason 
said the AHS board was made 
up of businesspeople running 
health care as if it were a bot¬ 
tom-line corporation. 

“These are businesspeople. 
These are people from the oil- 
patch, the insurance industry 
... so they’re running it like a 
corporation and they put their 
practices into place.”

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Easing the commute 


City vowing 
new policy on 
road closures 

The city is promising to 
crack down on road con¬ 
struction barricades and 
lane closures when there is 
no work taking place. 

Councillors gave ad¬ 
ministration a green light 
on Wednesday to draft a 
detailed new policy that 
should keep more road¬ 
ways open, more often. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte 
asked administration to 
look at the policy earlier 
this year because he said 
dozens of constituents 
were calling. He said the 
delays infuriate drivers 
because they have to wait 
repeatedly at lights. 

“Think about all the 
greenhouse gases that are 
created by cars if they are 
stuck waiting for four or 
five lights,” he said. 

Transportation general 
manager Bob Boutilier said 
the city controls road- 
closure permits now, but 
it doesn’t do enough to 
ensure contractors keep 
roads open. 

“They can’t start some¬ 
thing in the first month, 
put up a barrier and then, 
because they can’t get a 
piece of equipment, do 
nothing for three or four 
months,” he said. 

He said companies 
looking to close all or part 
of a road are going to have 
to put more details in their 
requests. 

“You are going to have 
to explain how you are 
going to do your project,” 
he said. 

The proposed policy 
would also identify major 
routes, including the 
Whitemud, Yellowhead 
Trail, 97 Street, Gateway 
Boulevard and Calgaiy 
Trail, as major commuter 
routes that would have 
tougher restrictions for 
lane closures.

Hail of a storm 
pummels the city 


Cleanup underway. 

Watch, then warning 
issued Wednesday

About a week before the official 
start of summer, storm season 
arrived with a bang. 

A tornado warning was 
issued for the entire Edmonton 
area Wednesday afternoon, as 
the Capital Region was pelted 
with heavy rain, hail and wind

national Airport stopped 
all operations for the 
duration of the storm 
due to a lightning warn¬ 
ing, while some students 
weren't dismissed on 
time as school boards 
encouraged each prin¬ 
cipal to make a decision 
based on conditions. 


• The city remained under 
a thunderstorm watch 
heading into Wednesday 
evening. 


from a thunderstorm that also 
produced funnel clouds. 


There was even a report of 
one touching down on Pigeon 
Lake, creating a waterspout. 

“The conditions were ripe. 
They were perfect for this 
kind of storm,” said Michele 
McDougall, weather specialist 
with Citytv’s Breakfast Tele¬ 
vision. 

Due to recent rain, warmth 
and humidity were trapped 
at surface levels in the atmos¬ 
phere, and they were then met 
by cold air, explained McDoug¬ 
all. 

“If it was hotter, it would 
have been a lot worse,” she 
added. 

There was no damage, ex¬ 
treme flooding or injuries re¬ 
ported as of press time, though 
city drainage-services manager 
Chris Ward said crews were 


slated to work overnight to deal 
with flooded streets, blown 
manhole covers and clogged 
catch basins. 

In total about 90 calls were 
made to 311 by 5 p.m., roughly 
an hour after the warning had 
been lifted, said Ward. 

Environment Canada me¬ 
teorologist Chris Wielki said 
the storm was “fairly intense.” 

Nickel- and quarter-sized 
hail were reported in the Why¬ 
te Avenue and Fort Saskatch¬ 
ewan areas, respectively, he 
said, adding radar indicates the 
heaviest rainfall was in north¬ 
east Edmonton. 

“This is the season,” said Mc¬ 
Dougall. “And we really haven’t 
had hot, hot days yet. But as 
soon as we do, this is why we 
are in storm season now.”

Volunteers are filling sandbags 
in Fort McMurray but, for the 
moment, there’s nowhere to 
put them. 

Brad Grainger with the 
Regional Municipality of Wood 
Buffalo says flood waters are 
moving too quickly and river- 
banks are too unstable for 
people to get close. 

A state of emergency and 
a boil-water order for the area 


were declared Tuesday due to 
flooding of the Hangingstone 
River and concern over the 
Clearwater River and its tribu¬ 
taries. 

Residents in 275 homes are 
on evacuation alert. 

Grainger says the commun¬ 
ity is at “the mercy of Mother 
Nature” since more rain is 
forecast for the week.

Interactive conference, 
public discussion 
breathes new life into 
Centennial Plaza

Grids of grass, food trucks, 
vendors, interactive sculp¬ 
tures and even DJs will flock to 
Centennial Plaza on Thursday 
and Friday to revitalize one of 
the city’s most inactive public 
spaces. 

The two-day event, named 
MakescapeYEG, wants to bring 
the topics of design and archi¬ 
tecture to the forefront of pub¬ 
lic discussion by turning the 
plaza into a spirited and inter¬ 
active experience. 

“Malcescape started as a re¬ 
action to the idea of holding a 
downtown design conference 
that was $850 to attend,” said 
Chris Hoelc, one of the or¬ 
ganizers of the mini-festival. 
“While great for industry, it’s 
not so great for the general 
public.” 

MakescapeYEG was then 
created to provide a free and 
more hands-on version of that 
conference. 

“We’re bringing forward 
ideas to get people talking and 
begin a discussion,” Hoelc said. 

Edmontonians who plan 



to attend the event agree with 
Hoelc’s assertion that open dis¬ 
course about design is vital for 
the city. 

“Design and architecture 
is meant to serve the city as 
a whole and therefore should 
also receive input from the 
public,” said Justine Magat, a 
local woman who plans to at¬ 
tend Malcescape. “It’s veiy im¬ 
portant.” 

Malcescape will also see 


Mark Sterling, an award-win¬ 
ning Toronto architect and 
urban designer, as well as 
Carol Belanger, Edmonton’s 
City Architect, host a discus¬ 
sion concerning public design. 

Some of the main features 
of MakescapeYEG will be the 
numerous grids of real grass 
scattered around the plaza, 
meant to represent the vibran¬ 
cy of Edmonton’s design and 
culture. 


“We want to make the 
square alive,” said Hoelc. 

Magat hopes that this kind 
of event will occur more fre¬ 
quently in the future. 

“I think that it’s a great op¬ 
portunity to come together as 
a community and make our 
city a more beautiful space,” 
she said. 

MakescapeYEG will begin 
at 5 p.m. on Thursday and will 
go until 9 p.m. on Friday.

Empty threats? 


Hacker tips 
‘not sufficient to 
proceed’: Police 

As haclctivist group An¬ 
onymous released a second 
video about alleged Ed¬ 
monton sexual predators, 
police said the videos have 
hampered their investiga¬ 
tions and distracted officers 
from other work. 

On Monday, Anonym¬ 
ous released a YouTube 
video showing images of 
two men the group allege 
are sexual predators. 

At a press conference 
Monday afternoon, Bob 
Andrews, the officer in 
charge of ALERT’S Internet 
Child Exploitation unit, 
said officers have tried to 
work with Anonymous, 
but the person or people 
behind the group has been 
“reluctant” to do so. 

A second video, titled 
“48 hours” was released 
late Tuesday. 

While the second video 
doesn’t release any more 
names of alleged pedo¬ 
philes, it states that the 
group will release more 
names in other cities. 

In a press release issued 
Wednesday, ALERT said 
they will continue to work 
with Anonymous and that 
their position remains the 
same. 

“Anonymous knows 
how to reach us. We will 
not continue to have this 
conversation through the 
media,” the statement read. 

ALERT said the informa¬ 
tion provided by Anonym¬ 
ous is “not sufficient to 
proceed.” metro

Old building gets new 
life as Canada’s largest

A dollhouse, a dream catcher 
and nature murals are a few of 
the things two entrepreneurs 
found while transforming 
an 85,000-square-foot aban¬ 
doned office building into 
Canada’s largest indoor paint¬ 
ball facility. 

After six months of search¬ 
ing for a space that met zon¬ 
ing guidelines and was both 
spacious and within their 
budget, Rob Davy and Brit¬ 


tany Anderson finally found 
what they were looking for. 

Two weeks ago they 
signed a lease on a decades- 
old building located on 107A 
Avenue and 100 Street that 
has housed the Edmonton 
Public School Board, Alco¬ 
holics Anonymous and the 
Edmonton Mennonite Centre 
for Newcomers. 

Now they’re busy tearing 
down walls in the three-and- 
a-half-storey concrete box 
and removing a host of ob¬ 
jects left by previous tenants. 

“It’s nice to be able to do 
what we’re doing, which is 
taking this abandoned space 
and turning it into some¬ 
thing,” Davy said. 

The couple have enlisted 
an architect and day labour¬ 
ers to convert what was once 
a maze of offices into paint¬ 
ball playing fields that will in-

elude small cars, houses and a 
mock oil well site with a der¬ 
rick and fuel tanks. 

“This place is huge,” said An¬ 
derson, as she stepped over diy- 
wall with a flashlight in hand 
on a recent walk-through. 

In terms of square-footage, 
the completed space will be 
Canada’s largest indoor paint¬ 
ball facility, something Davy 
said was a pleasant accident 
after months of searching for 
a space.

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Research links low birth weight and vision loss

Low birth weight could play 
a role in advanced-age vision 
loss, researchers at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta suggest. 

The research team found 
that the vision of under¬ 
weight rats deteriorated 
much more extensively than 
that of their normal-weight 
counterparts. Their study 
is published in the peer-re¬ 
viewed journal PLOS One. 

“What we’re seeing is vi¬ 
sion complications either 
earlier in life or more exag¬ 


gerated,” Dr. Sandra Davidge 
said. 

In addition to a general 
daylight vision loss, the re¬ 
searchers noticed a signifi¬ 
cant decline in night vision 
as the rats reached “elderly” 
ages. 

“There’s nothing that you 
can detect in terms of night- 
vision issues throughout the 
life of the animal until a 
certain late protracted time 
point,” said Dr. Yves Sauve, 
the lead researcher. 


More study is needed 
to see if the link exists in 
humans. Research is also 
underway on whether early 
intervention can reduce or 
prevent vision loss. 

Sauve attributes his 
team’s success to their in¬ 
novative collaboration be¬ 
tween vision and fetal-de¬ 
velopment specializations. 
“It would not have been pos¬ 
sible without joining forces,” 
he said.

Netanyahu to Iran: 
‘We will never 
allow another 
Holocaust’ 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu began 
his two-day visit to Poland, 
which Nazis occupied dur¬ 
ing the Second World War 
and where they commit¬ 
ted the worst crimes ever 
against the Jewish people, 
with a warning about a po¬ 
tential Holocaust from Iran. 

Netanyahu said Wednes¬ 
day the “so-called” Iranian 
presidential election will 
“change nothing” in the 
Islamic republic’s quest for 
nuclear weapons and that 
the regime will continue 
to pursue a bomb aimed at 
destroying Israel. 

“This is a regime that is 
building nuclear weapons 
with the express purpose to 
annihilate Israel’s six mil¬ 
lion Jews,” Netanyahu said, 
alluding to the number of 
Jews killed by the Nazis dur¬ 
ing the Second World War. 

“We will not allow this 
to happen. We will never 
allow another Holocaust.”

CIA's deputy director retires 


CIA Deputy Director Michael 
Morell, who managed the re¬ 
signation of CIA chief David 
Petraeus over an extramari¬ 
tal affair and defended the 
agency’s performance over the 
attack on a U.S. diplomatic post 
in Benghazi, Libya, retired on 
Wednesday. 

Morell retired after 33 years 
at the CIA, including two stints 
as acting director and one as 
deputy director. He was passed 
over for the top CIA spot by 
President Barack Obama in fa¬ 
vour of the president’s counter¬ 
terrorism adviser, John Bren¬ 
nan, who announced Morrell’s 
departure. 

“I was most looking for¬ 


ward to ... the opportunity to 
work side-by-side once again 
with Michael Morell,” said 
Brennan, noting that they had 
begun their careers at the CIA 
in 1980. “As much as I would 
selfishly like to keep Michael 
right where he is for as long 
as possible, he has decided to 
retire to spend more time with 
his family and to pursue other 
professional opportunities.”

Dashboard technology that 
lets drivers text and email 
with voice commands — mar¬ 
keted as a safer alternative — 
actually is more distracting 
than simply talking on a cell¬ 
phone, a AAA study found. 

Talking on a hands-free 
phone isn’t significantly safer 
for drivers than talking on a 
hand-held phone, and using 
hands-free devices that trans¬ 
late speech into text is the 
most distracting of all, re¬ 
searchers reported in a study 
released Wednesday. 


Speech-to-text systems 
that enable drivers to send or 
scroll through email and text 
messages required greater 
concentration by drivers. 

The greater the concentra¬ 
tion required to perform a 
task, the more likely a driver 
is to develop what research¬ 


ers call “tunnel vision” or “in¬ 
attention blindness.” Drivers 
will stop scanning the road¬ 
way or ignore their side and 
rearview mirrors. Instead, 
they look straight ahead, but 
fail to see what’s in front of 
them, like red lights and ped¬ 
estrians.

Yes, Martians go sand duning 



Dry ice chunks 
create unique trails 

If Martians did extreme 
sports, you can imagine they 
would leave trails like these. 

Mars’ strange grooves, or 
“linear gullies,” on its sand 
dunes may have been made 
by sleds of sliding frozen 
carbon dioxide. 

NASA’s discovery isthe 
result of examining images 
from the Mars 
Reconnaissance Orbiter 


spacecraft. These grooves, 
spotted more than a decade 
ago, varied in length from 
only a few hundred metres to 
2.5 kilometres and once 
posed a long-standing 
mystery asto howthey were 
formed. Serina Diniega, 
planetary scientist at NASA, 
and herteam managed to 
deduce that they are caused 
in springtime as the thawing 
layer of dry ice surfs down the 
Martian slopes.

Mars's climate 


• Wintertime. Layers of 
solid C02 can reach thick¬ 
ness levels of two metres. 


• Springtime. C02 sublim¬ 
ates (vaporizes without 
becoming a liquid) and 
chunks of the dry ice 
break off and surf down 
the slopes. The falling ice 
blocks are lubricated by 
the carbon dioxide dune, 
leaving the gullies behind.

turned back on. 

And so ended season 
three of Portlandia. 

There is a line from the 
first season of Portlandia 
that quickly became the 
show’s trademark: “Port¬ 
land is a city where young 
people go to retire.” 

That’s not the case for 
the creators and two stars 
of the show — Portlander 
Carrie Brownstein and Fred 
Armisen of Saturday Night 
Live fame. They are always 
looking for new ways to 
keep the show from getting 
stale. 

Season three, which 
ended this past March, was 
driven less by short sketch¬ 
es and more by narrative 
and character development. 

The cable channel IFC 
said Wednesday it’s picking 
up the show for two more 
seasons. They will pre¬ 


miere early next year and in 
2015. Brownstein says the 
show will continue on the 
longer-narrative path, with 
more exploration of the 
dark side. 

It’s too early to say 
what’s going to happen 
after 2015. But that might 
be the end of the road for 
Portlandia. 

“I’d like to develop and 
write other shows, comedy 
of some sort,” the 38-year- 
old Brownstein said in an 
interview at a Portland cof¬ 
fee shop. 

“Five seasons intuitively 
feels like the right amount 
of time for Portlandia to be 
around,” she said. 

“I always think people 
overstay their welcome. It’s 
better to leave people want¬ 
ing more. But you never 
know.”

When we last left HBO’s 
True Blood, the war be¬ 
tween the humans and the 
vampires had just reached 
a boiling point and the air 
was thick with the threat of 
impending violence. Well, 
more violence. A lot of blood 
is spilled in this show, but 
there’s a lot of humour as 
well. More than most shows 
of its ilk (except, perhaps 
Showtime’s Dexter) True 
Blood has managed to strike 
a fine balance between 
darkness and light. Pam — 
the bisexual, acid-tongued, 
bar-owning vampire, who 
stomps all over human and 
vamp underlings alike in 
spike-heeled boots — ex¬ 
acts violence and comedy 
in equally skilled measure. 
We checked in with Kristin 
Bauer Straten, who plays 
Pam, before the sixth season 
premieres on June 16. 

What can you tell me 
about what’s going on 
with Pam this season, 
without revealing any 
spoilers? 

That’s always the chal¬ 
lenge, isn’t it? We’ve been 
shooting such long hours 
all week that I’ve got to get 
caught up on the trailers so 
I know what they reveal. I 
think it’s safe to say there 
is a human-vampire conflict 
that’s escalated from what 
the Authority did last year. 
And that, of course, causes 
problems for Pam. So she’s 
trying to figure out her rela¬ 
tionship with her new baby/ 
lover, you know, Rutina 
(Wesley, who plays Tara). 
And she’s just reunited with 
her Maker; she wasn’t sure 
if he was alive. And then, 
on top of it, the humans are 
fighting back. 

When the show first start¬ 
ed, did you know that Pam 
was going to become such 
a big part of the show? 

I definitely did not. Yeah, 
that was a really lovely 
surprise because, when I 


auditioned, they said that 
it was a guest starring 
role, possibly recurring. 

And first season, once Alex 
(Slcarsgard) and I started 
they kept calling us back. 
But season two, there 
wasn’t as much Pam. So all 
of a sudden when season 
three came around and 
they started adding quite 
a bit more Pam, that was 
a lovely surprise because I 
love the role and I also love 
the people I’m working 
with. We have so much 
fun. They’re very, very fun 
people. The hours are long 
so it makes a huge differ¬ 
ence. 

Pam is actually one of my 
favourite characters on the 
show, and she has really 
evolved: straight-up evil 
in the beginning, but now 
they’re revealing a lot 
more layers. Do you think 
she’s more good than bad? 

I don’t know if it is a bad 
sign, or if I’m becoming 
sort of delusional, but I 
don’t know if she’s good or 
evil — but she’s definitely... 
correct. I feel like what she 
says, we’re all thinking. 

You know, she only kills 
bad people. I feel like she’s 
a little bit of the person 
we all wish we could be, 
but we wouldn’t be able to 
maintain jobs and friends 
(laughs). And Pam is lucky 
enough to have stepped out 
of, on purpose, all of those 
concerns. And, you know, 
to be top of the food chain, 
she doesn’t have to worry 
about liking anybody or 
vice-versa, people liking her 
especially. I just think it’s 
really refreshing. 

Speaking to that, I feel 
that there are more power¬ 
ful female characters in the 
show than weak ones. In 
fact, maybe more power¬ 
ful female characters than 
powerful male characters. 
Do you think that’s true? 
Yup, I agree with you. These 
writers, I think are very 
sensitive to writing strong 
female characters. And in 
my career, that’s just been 
rare. I haven’t person¬ 
ally gotten to play terribly 
strong characters before 
this. I really enjoyed the 
characters I played, but they 
were vulnerable, possibly 
not too bright. You know, 
using sexuality to try and 
get by. I think it’s a combin¬ 
ation of HBO, and Alan Ball, 
and our other producers 


that are sensitive to this. On 
that note, I think Pam and 
other female characters do 
use their sexuality 
as a tool, but it’s in an 
empowered way, not in a 
weak way.

He was the smiling kid with his 
dad on the bag in his first U.S. 
Open, eager to be himself and 
not the guy he was following. 

Matt Kuchar never expected 
to be the next Tiger Woods, 


mostly because even then he 
knew it wasn’t possible. Win¬ 
ning the U.S. Amateur a year 
after Woods recorded his third 
straight amateur title got him 
into the 1998 Open, but it 
would be a long time before 
the two were in the same con¬ 
versation again. 

“I was never thinking be¬ 
cause I won the amateur the 
year after Tiger that I was the 
next Tiger Woods,” Kuchar 
said. “That was never some¬ 
thing that I thought about or 
thought I was going to follow 
the same path as Tiger. I knew I 


had a different 
path that was 
for me.”
